SEQUOYAH THE NEW STATE 
Why This Name Was Chosen to Des- 


ignate the Former Indian 


Territory. 


In selecting the name Sequoyah for 


the new state of what has hitherto been 
the Indian territory, the statehood con- 
stitutional committee has conferred a 
fitting and very proper honor upon one 
of the leading members of the Cherokee 
nation, who did mor ethan anyone else 
to advance the cause of education and 
civilization among his tribe. 


The name Sequoyah to-day is chiefly 


associated with the big trees or Califor- 
nia, but when used as a botanical name 
the word Is spelled Sequoia, says the 
Now York Times. Probably few per- 
sons, however, know that Sequoyah, 
from whom the mammoth trees were 
named, and who is now to be honored In 
the name of a state, was the Inventor of 
the Cherokee alphabet. This famous In- 
dian, whose memory deserves to be bet- 
tor known, was born about 1760, and his 
early life was spent in the village of 
Tuskegee. Tenn: Among the white men 
he.bore the name of George Guess, and 
&s a young man was noted as a success- 
ful hunter and trapper. He possessed an 
inventive turn of mind and was a skill- 
ful worker In silver ornaments. 


On one of his hunting expeditions he 


broke his leg, and during his enforced 
Idleness Sequoyah's attention was di- 
rected toward devising an alphabet for 
the Cherokee language. Ho realized tha 
Importance of written characters among 
the white men, and after months of hard 
work he submitted to the leading men 
of his tribe his alphabet, consisting of 
85 characters. 


Sequoyah was laughed at, and even 


hlfl wife called him a fool forspending 
so much time in making queer charac- 
ters. He succeeded, however, In formu- 
lating a list of characters 
expressing 


every, sound In tho Cherokee tongue. It 
was put to a severe test. The mission- 
aries among the Indians were quick to 
appreciate its value, and about 1821 
Sequoyah had the supreme satisfaction 
of seeing his.alphabet adopted by tho 
Cherokees. 
With minor changes, Se- 


quoyah's characters are In use to-day, 
and educators have called his alphabet 
one of the most perfect ever devised to 
express any written language. 
Se- 


quoyah died In 1S43. 


The first printing press to use Se- 


quoyah's alphabet was set up at New 
Echota, in the Indian territory, and Its 
first issue was a copy of the Cherokea 
Pboenlx. published in February, 182S. 
Within nve years Of the acceptance of 
the alphabet, over 
700.000 pages of 


Cherokee literature were printed In the 
territory. Sequoyah lived to see many 
beneficial results accrue from hTs inven- 
tion, if such It can bo called. He was 
made a chief of his tribe and received 
many high honors from the red men be- 
fore his death. His remains ai;e burled 
in the future state that will boar hla 
name.

Four Members of Chicago Pack- 


ing Firm Plead Guilty 


to Charge. 


Accused of Conspiracy to Obtain Rebates—De- 


fendants Show Emotion as Sentence 


Is Pronounced—One of Them 


Now a IMental Wreck. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—Four official* of 


the Schwnrzsehild & Sulzbergcr Packing 
company of Chicago, were fined an aggre- 
gate of $25,000 by Judge Humphrey in 
the United States district court here to- 
day. 
The fines followed a plea of guilty 


to indictments charging conspiracy to ac- 
cept railroad rates. The 
defendants 


were Samuel Weil of New York, vice 
president of the company; D. S. Cusey, 
traffic manager; Vance D. Skipworth 
nnd Chess E. Todd, assistant traflic man- 
ager. 


Mr. Weil was fined $10,000, the other 


three ifij,000 each. 


HIS LIFE IN JEOPARDY. 


With the entering of the pica, the 


declaration was made that unless at 
least one of the cases is immediately set- 
tled the life of Samuel Weil, who is vice 
president of the company and is one of 
tho defendants, is in jeopardy. He is 
said to be a nervous wreck and fears 
were entertained for his life if ho had 
been allowed to continue under ( . stig- 
bcen allowed to 
continue 
under the 


strain of an indictment. The plea was en- 
tered, it is declared, after a complete un- 
derstanding had been reached between 


• counsel for the defendants and Attorney 


General Wm. H. Moody. While in Chi- 
cago, the attorney general was apprised 
of the condition of Vice President Wei! 
and, it is said, agreed to the entry of a 
pica of guilty with the understanding 
that the jail provision of the law under 
which the 
indictment was returned 


should be waived and merely a fine im- 
posed. The same concession was made 
in the case of the other three defend- 
ants. 


THE CHARGES ENTERED. 


The four defendants were charged with 


unlawfully combining and agreeing to 
solicit rebates for the Schwnrzsehild & 
Sulzbcrger company from tho Michigan 
Central Railroad company, the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific, the Grand Trunk 
Western railroad, the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad comnanl, the Boston & Maine 
Railroad company 
and 
the Mobile & 


Ohio Railway company. 


Charges were made that tho defend- 


ants conspired with each other in pre- 
lenting supposed claims for damages 
which were in reality claims for rebates. 


The plea made today (Thursday) does 


not in any way affect the charge of in- 
terference 
with government witnesses 


made in a previous indictment returned 
against Cussey and other Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger men. The four defendants 
were in the federal court building and 
all appeared before Judge Humphrey. 
They 
were accompanied by Attorney 


Wcissenbach and Attorneys I. K. Boye- 
son and J. J. Herrick. 


SHOW EMOTION PLAINLY. 


The scene in court when the four de- 


fendants in Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
case entered was most interesting. All 
the defendants except Weil went immed- 
iately before the bar. The three traflic 
mo-nagers arc young men and they show- 
ed the emotions visibly. Tho fourth de- 
fendant, Weil, as he entered the room, 
slipped into a seat near the door. He 
is an elderly man weighing more than 
170 pounds. His face was lined with 
deep marks apparently showing the suf- 
fering he has passed through since he 
was indicted. He, however, appeared to 
be little interested in the proceedings; 
ie did not look at the court nor at the 
srowd which turned with one accord to 
jee him.

'IQNEER DIES, AGED 80 


8am Hood, Who Came Here in 


1838,-Expires at Asylum. 


Arriving at Eaoine When a Boy, Fam- 


ily Lived South of City Which 


Was Then a Wilder neij. 


Sara Hood, one of the pioneers of Ra- 


cine county, died this; morning at the 
iacine county asylum for the insane at 
:he age of 80 years. 


In the death of this eld settler Racine 


loses a man who for years has been a 
'amiliar figure on the streets and about 
Jie court house where he was wont to 
come almost daily to meet his old 
friends and to play checkers. 


Coming to Racine when the city was 


yet in its infancy lie watched its growth 
from a frontier settlement and trading 
post to one of the most prosperous man- 
ufacturing cities in . the United States. 
While Sam Hood has not been in the 
best of health during the past few yenrs 
lie was until a short time ago about 
town constantly and was one of the best 
known men in the county. 


With a party of other settlers, amonj 


them James R. Slauson of West Sixth 
street, Sam Hood landed in Racine on 
May 18, 1838. The party came from 
New York city and made the trip up the 
lake on the "old steamer Pennsylvania. 
He wits then about twelve years of age 
and settled with his parents upon a farm 
down near the ravine about three miles 
south of the city. 


WILDERNESS WHEN HE CAME. 
After living there a few years the fam- 


ily moved out to what was then known 
as Skunk Run north of the city and 
which is now distinguished by the name 
of Hood's Creek. Mr. Hood with the 
others who came to Racine at that early 
day underwent all the hardships and pri 
vations incident to pioneer life on the 
frontier. The country was a. wilderness 
and there was scarcely a cabin on the 
site of the present city of Racine. What 
is now the finest part of the city was 
then a vast forest and Indians were plen 
tiful. Game abounded in the wilderness 
and living then was not what it is to 
day. 


Aa Mr. Hood grew 'to manhood the 


city of Racine grew from a few scattered 
cabins to a thriving little town and he 
was prominently identified with its early 
history. He well remembered all the 
happenings of the early days and it wns 
a delight to him to gather with his ol( 
cronies and talk over old times. 


The funeral will take place tomorrow 


afternoon at 2 o'clock from the cemetery 
chapel.

IS A WEALTHY CHURCHMAN. 


Dean Matthews, whose election came 


as a decided surprise even to the members 
of the council, nnd, itimist be confessed, 
as a disappointment to the ardent sup- 
porters of Dr. Webb and Dr. Robinson, is 
about 40 years of age, and is the son of 
the late Chief Justice Stanley Matthews. 
He was born and educated in Cincinnati, 
Ohio. Ho wn.s consecrated dean of the 
Cincinnati cathedral by Bishop Vincent, 
to whom he is right hand man. 


By marriage at least, Dean Matthews 


is one of the wealthiest men in the Epis- 
copal church. 
His wife wns formerly 


Miss Gamble, daughter of one of the best 
known soap manufacturers in the United 
States. It is believed that his own sal- 
arv as dean of the cathedral is about $8,- 
000, while lhr.> snlnry offered him as co- 
ndjutor of the Milwaukee diocese is $2,- 
500, and even in the event of his ulti- 
mate elevation to the bishopric of the 
diocese the salary would only be $4,000. 


CONTEST OF CHURCH FACTIONS. 
The election of Dorm Matthews came 


as the close of one of the prettiest politi- 
cal fights ever soon in a church, a fight 
in which the little minority represented 
by the low church parishes of St. James', 
St. Paul's, and St. Stephen's churches ap- 
peared to hold the key to the situation 
during the entire day. Their *ull delega- 
tions were present from early morning 
nnd remained until late last night, their 
final victory being the retirement of L. 
H. Morehoiise from the standing commit- 
tee of the diocese nnd the election of'E. 
A. Wiidhams in his place.

"Your choice is a man of singular pur- 


ity of character.'of goodly appearance, a 
man of brains and high family and I 
congratulate you and thank you. But 1 
am compelled to interpose a personal cau- 
tion. The canons require that a coadju- 
tor must be elected at the annual meet- 
ing and unless some provision is mnde in 
the adjournment, no other election could 
take place for a year, should this distin- 
guished priest decline, as I believe there 
is grave danger of his doing. He has de- 
clined similar offers before. His present 
salary is more than double what you can 
offer; his home is in Cincinnati, where he 
was born, and it is also the home of his 
wife, who comes of B distinguished nnd 
wealthy family. 


"I sadly fear that Dean Mattohws wil 


not come and in the meantime I am in 
sad plight, although I am getting strong- 
er.

After wandering about the country for 


three days during which he suffered much 
from hunger and exposure Mirk Fosporic, 
one of the two inmates of the Racine 
county asylum for the insane, who escap- 
ed from custody last Saturday, was cap- 
tured Tuesday evening on the Northvray 
farm in the town of Somers by the a«y- 
lum officials, who had been constantly on 
the lookout for the runaways, and taken 
back to the institution. 
, 


Wandering through the 
fields and 


woods with but little, if anything to eat, 
the man was in a pitiable condition when 
found and was so weak that he could 
scarcely speak above a whisper. He was 
seen by different farmers in the vicinity 
of Somers Sunday and Monday and they 
made several attempts to capture him, 
but each time he eluded them. 
When he 


reached the Northway farm he was .so 
exhausted that he made little or no re- 
sistance when he was taken. He comes 
from the western part of Racine county 
and has been on inmate of the asylum for 
some time past. 


PROBABLY IN CHICAGO. 


George Walsh, the former state's pris- 


on convict, who also escaped last Satur- 
day shortly after Mirk Fosporic had dis- 
appeared, has not yet been apprehended, 
but it is now th'ought that he is a man 


j whom the Chicago police have in cus- 
tody and Silas Bull, superintendent of the 
asylum, vrent down to the city today to 
identify him and bring him back should 
he prove to be the escaped patient. The 
asylum authorities received word this 
morning from Chicago tfiat a man an- 
swering to the description of Walsh had 
been captured there and it is thought he 
is the right man.

FARMEBSTO ORGANIZE 


To Mak«B Close Alliance With Trades ana 


Labor Annotation*. 


CHICAGO, HI., Sept: 20.—Reports were 


brought to Chicago yesterday that a 
movement for an organization of farmers 
in cloae alliance with trades unions and 
for the purpose of controlling prices o; 
agricultural products is sweeping through 
the country. It is said that the cry for a 
combination between the tillers of the 
soil and the working classes of great cit- 
ies, aiming to eliminate the great profit 
to the commission men and speculators 
and railroads, that are reputed to wax 
fat in the transfer of grain, vegetables 
and dairy products from the farm to the 
cities, is ?oud in Wisconsin, and is heard 
in southern Illinois and Indiana and ad- 
jacent states. 


There is a project on foot among Wis- 


consin fanners, who are uniting in coun- 
ty organizations under the name of the 
American Society of Equity, to send rep- 
resentatives to the coming convention of 
the American Federation of Labor in No- 
vember and seek affiliation. 


Joseph W, Morton, one of the best 


known of Chicago's labor leaders, member 
of the executive board of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Firemen and dele- 
gate to the American Federation of La- 
bor, returned today after a two weeks 
trip in Wisconsin and reported that the 
organization idea has taken hold of the 
farmers all over the state. 


This was the assertion of Morton. He 


said that the greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vails around Madison and Elroy. 


"There was a mass meeting or rally 


of farmers, the owners of the land, and 
the hands, at Devil's lake, Aug. 30," te 
said, "and several hundred men came 
'rom the surrounding country to attend. 
The object was to perfect a central or- 
ganization among the county divisions in 
which the farmer folk nearby counties 
lad been united. 


"This American Society of Equity is

Nicholas has again appeared before the 
world as a promoter of universal peace. 
No sooiier is the Russo-Japanese

over, and even before the peace treaty 
has been ratified, than his majesty is 
issuing invitations to a second peace con- 
ference at The Hague. 


That the emperor has done so has been 


learned from a source which leaves no 
shadow of a doubt as to its authenticity. 


It is announced officially 
that 
"the 


Russian government proposes to address 
the foreign powers with a view to the 
holding of a second peace conference at 
The Hague," but it is known that nego- 
tiations preceding this announcement 
that the government "proposed 
to ad- 


dress the powers" were entered into es- 
pecially with the United States and were 
conducted with the greatest secrecy there 
being .not the slightest inkling that Rus- 
sia contemplated anything of the kind. 


CONCEDES INITIATIVE. 


The announcement created the greatest 


surprise "hero. That Russia should plan 
a second conference, despite the steps al- 
ready taken by President Roosevelt, was 
heard with amazement. It. is.clear that 
the step, could not be taken by. Russia 
without first reaching a complete under- 
standing with President Roosevelt. 


The fact that President Roosevelt is 


reported as being entirely in sympathy 
with the proposal, and that ho is said to 
believe that to the initiator of the first 
Hague conference should belong the hon- 
or of convoking-the second, and readily 
and gladly acceded to the Russian pro- 
posal, is clear proof that the conference 
already has been called and that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt relinquished his part in 
it to Emperor Nicholas. 


There is strong reason to believe that 


the news even of the intention of the 
Russian government would not be. given 
out unless invitations already had been 
sent to the powers, and, possibly, that 
their answers had been received. 


NO DELAY WILL BE BROOKED. 
In. this connection an interesting ques- 


tion arises as to how the invitation was 
communicated to Japan in view of the 
lack of diplomatic relations, but it may 
be delayed until such relations have been 
resumed or it may have been forwarded 
through the United States. 


- It was impossible to learn last night 


the-proposed date of the second confer- 
ence or to gain even an approximate idea 
regarding it; but it probably will not be 
delayed. Russia as the power convoking 
the conference probably will submit an 
official program, the other powers submit- 
ting suggestions.

"absolute power" to fix "all" interstate 
rates and to establish rate relations be- 
tween localities. No one favors anything 
so drastic, sweeping and radical. It is 
merely proposed to give the commission 
power to prescribe a reasonable rate for 
future observance where a certain rate 
complained of specifically has been cnre- 
fully inquired into and found excessive. 
The decision, moreover, is not to be final. 
An appeal to the courts is provided for

If, under ex- 
isting law, a railroad refuses to make a 
reduction in a rate which thn commission 
has pronounced unreasonable, the ship- 
per must continue to pay the unreason- 
able rate until he shall have gone to the 
trouble and expense of getting tho fed- 
eral courts to pivc effect to the commis- 
sion's order. What President Roosevelt 
proposes is that the existing law shall be 
BO amended ns to give the commission 
power, after formal bearing of all parties, 
not only to condemn an unreasonable 
rate, but also to fix what it, shall con- 
sider a reasonable one, and he would have 
the new rate go into effect at once and 
stay in effect unless tho court, at the in- 
stance of the railroads, shall condemn it 
as confiscatory. 


The interstate commerce commission, 


under the amended law, far from having 
"absolute power" over all rates, would 
have only a. <]iialified power over SOPH; 
rates. It would have ro power iit all 
over any rates except those regarding 
which formal complaint was made oy 
shippers, and its exercise of its power 
over them would always be subject to the 
approval of the courts. The railroads 
can prevent the people from recognizing

The Record-Herald also taUes up the 


matter, saying:

That is a most remarkable story com- 


ing from the Philippines telling 
how 


gambling is an incentive to labor. The 
explanation is, says this item, that tho 
laborers in the interior are very indo- 
lent because they arc unable to make use 
of their earnings and resort to gamb- 
ling such away. Exhausted as will of 
course bo always the case, they are then 
forced to go back again to work. With 
a fresh supply of funds they are again 
ready to hackle the gambling tools and so 
continually making the rounds of labor 
and gamble. This discovery wag madi 
by a local commandant who found whei 
the workers got money ahead and no 
needing it all for rice, would then sto] 
all work and idle. This would never do 
and a report made on labor conditions in 
the Philippines tells the story: 


"The commandant, considering the vie 


of idleness as reprehensible as any other 
and easting about to ercnte a constant 
demand for money among his workers 
took his cue from what he saw going on 
about him and licensed two 
gambling 


houses at SjUOO silver currency ($42 Amer 
lean currency) a month each. After thai 
he had an ample supply of excellent lab 
orc.rs who worked regularly without per 
suasion and required little supervision 
except for directing their work. When 
their engagement was finished they came 
around to the commandant, asking that 
some other paying employment be fount! 
for them. The officer who related this 
experience remarked in all candor: 
'Ik 


only requires a littln diplomacy to make 
these people industrious.' 


"This incident is not related with th 


purpose of suggesting gambling as an in- 
centive to regular labor among the Fili- 
pinos: but it illustrates very conciselv 
three facts that have a direct bearing 
upon the problem of labor supply in the 
Philippines: 
(a) The advantage of pay- 


ing regularly and honorably 
a money 


wage for labor: (b) the need of protect- 
ing the laborer in the possession of his 
earnings: (c) the wisdom of providing a 
use for money that will make, the de- 
sire to acquire money stronger than the 
desire to idle. Tho fact needs to be re- 
peated many times, in order that its im- 
portance in connection with labor supply 
be appreciated—money has no value, or 
at most but trifling value; for a major- 
ity of the rural workers of the Philip- 
pines, as compared with its traditions1! 
M'orth in the eyes of a white man." 


In this foreign possession business of 


ours, conditions have to be confronted 
with the tools at readiest command ond 
the suggestions of this labor commis- 
sioner will be well considered by the gov- 
ernment. Prompt payment, prompt pro- 
tection to the worker, and some more 
approved methods of spending surplus 
earnings with judicious diplomacy will go 
far to make for better conditions "in the 
interior of the Philippines.

THIS COST Of' PENSION'S. 


The annual report of the commissioner 


f pensions gives the total number of pen- 
sioners at 938,441. which was a not in- 
crease for the year of 3.079 and a de- 
crease of ».7G5 from the highest number 
on record which was 1,004,19G in Janii- 
u-y last. On the 30th of Juno of this 
number stated of 098,441 the number of 
actual survivors of the war to preserve 
the union whose names wore on the pen- 
sion roll, reached the total of 684,608, 
which is a decrease of 0,000 from the 
previou.4 year. The pension payments for 
the fiscal year were $141,142,801 of which 
amount Spanish war veterans received

counters, under the leadership of E. B. 
Daskam, chief of the division of public 
moneys have concluded the counting of 
the $1,258,000,000 of coin n.nd notes in the 
treasury of the United States, 


There was absolutely no mistake or 


shortage, according to the experts. Some 
idea of the magnitude of the work may 
be gleaned from the fact that in the re- 
serve alone there wore 7,000 
packages 


containing 4,000 notes each that had to 
be counted separately. The gold in the 
treasury was in sacks containing $5,000 
cnch and weighing eighteen pounds. Some 
of these were packed in pine boxes, two 
in a box. Silver dollars containing $1,000 
in each sack, weighed sixty pounds, and 
thousands of these were counted. 
Prac- 


tically all money, when counted, had to 
be transferred to another room, to make 
way for the counters. 


The greatest amount of coin handled 


in one day was $.4,000,000, or about 120 
tons. 


The force in charge of the counting fin- 


ished its task fresh, but is glad to get out 
of the catacombs of the treasury and to 
be relieved of the strain. Practically a 
of the experts will take a full leave of 
absence to recuperate.

A TINY KINGDOM 


William Cary, of Oakland, Cal.s Is Abso- 


lute Monarch of the Isle of 


the Calf of

POPULATION OF THE DOMAIN IS FORTY-ONE 


Remarkable Story of Royal Sovereign and His 


Coxintry—Prefers Native State to His Is- 


land and Is Ready and Willing 


to Sell La.tter. 


New York.—'Would you be a king? 


Would you, like Robinson Crusoe, be 
"monarcii of all you survey?" 
Not 


an imaginary ruler such, as you see in 
the comic operas of the day, but the 
real thing, with the lives of your sub- 
jects at your command. 
If so, com- 


municate with. William L. D. Gary, ol 
Oakland, CaL, king of the Isle of tha 
Calf of Man, who is tired of his domain, 
and is willing to dispose of It to any body 
who will meet his price. The kingdom 
comprises just 900 acres. 


The king came to New York the 


other day. There was no visiting del- 
egation down the bay to grant the 
freedom of the city to the royal visitor, 
but he didn't mind that a bit. He and 
his queen consort went to a hotel, but 
no flag was hung out in their honor, 
as there was for the Japanese and 
Russian envoys. "W. L. D. Gary and 
wife," was on the hotel register, and 
nothing more. There weren't any senes- 
chals or chamberlains or gentlemen- 
In-waltlng or equerries or secretaries, 
or even masters of the robes, much less 
t common or garden valet. 


Only Heal American Monarch, 


Mr. Gary is the only real Amer- 


ican king. Although a section of the 
constitution distinctly says that no 
UUe of nobility shall be granted by 
the United States, and that no person 
holding any office of profit or trust 
under them shall, without the consent 
of congress, accept any present, office 
or title from any king, prince or for- 
eign state. King William, who is an 
American citizen, as well as a sov- 
erlgn, may snap his fingers thereat. 
The parliament of Great Britain 
has 


established the status of Mr. Gary. 
He doesn't hold any "office of profit 
or trust" under our government, and 
ho hasn't "accepted" any from a for- 
eign power. 


King's Power Absolute. 


King William's title to his demesne 


is from the same source of warranty 
as Edward VII.'s, king of Great Brit- 
ain and the isles, emperor of India, de- 
fender of the faith. 
His power is even

SEQUOYAH THE NEW STATE 
Why This Name Was Chosen to Des- 


ignate the ITormer Indian 


Territory, 


In selecting the name Sequoyah for 


the new state of what has hitherto been 
the Indian territory, the statehood con- 
stitutional committee has conferred a 
fitting and very proper honor upon one 
of the leading members of the'Cherokee 
nation, who did mor ethan anyone else 
to advance the cause of education and 
civilization among his tribe. 


The name Sequoyah to-day is chiefly 


associated with the big trees of Califor- 
nia, but when used as a botanical name 
the word is spelled Sequoia, says the 
New York Times. Probably few per- 
sons, however, know that Sequoyah, 
from whom the mammoth trees were 
named, and who is now to be honored In 
the name of a state, was the inventor of 
the Cherokee alphabet. This famous In- 
dian, whose memory deserves to be bet- 
ter known, was born about 1760, and hfs 
early life was spent in the village of 
Tuskegee, Tenn. Among the white men 
he .bore the name of George Guess, and 
as a young man was noted as a success- 
ful hunter and trapper. He possessed aa 


M 


oughly practical, 
helpful, useful, 
entertaining, 
national illustrated 


and family weekly 
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inventive turn of mind and was a skill- 
ful worker in silver ornaments. 


On one of his hunting expeditions ho 


broke his leg, and during his enforced 
Idleness Sequoyah's attention was di- 
rected toward devising an alphabet for 
the Cherokee language. He realized the 
Importance of written characters among 
the white men, and after months of hard 
work he submitted to the leading men 
of his tribe his alphabet, consisting of 
85 characters. 


Sequoyah was laughed at, and even 


his wife called him a fool for spending 
so much time in making queer charac- 
ters. He succeeded, however, in formu- 
lating a list of characters expressing 
every, sound in the Cherokee tongue. It 
was put to a severe teat The mission- 
aries among the Indians were quick to 
appreciate its value, and about 1821 
Sequoyah had the supreme satisfaction 
of seeing his.alphabet adopted by tho 
Cherokees. 
With minor changes, Se- 


quoyah's characters are in use to-day, 
and educators have called his alphabet 
one of the most perfect ever devised to 
express any written language. 
Se- 


quoyah died in 1843. 


The first printing press to use Se- 


quoyah's alphabet was set up at New 
Schota, in the Indian territory, and ita 
first issue was a copy of the Cherokea 
Dhoenix, published in February, 1828. 
Within five years of the acceptance of 
he alphabet, over 
700,000 pages 
of 


iherokee literature were printed in the 
erritory. Sequoyah. lived to see many 
eneficial results accrue from his inven. 
Ion, if such it can be called. He waa 
made a chief of his tribe aud received 
nany high honors from the red men be- 
ore his death. His remains are buried 
n the future state that will 'bear his 
ame.

The choic- 
est cuts of horse meat sell in Berlin for 
from 8 to 10 cents per pound. Meat 
from the forequarters or from any part 
of poor, old, or inferior horses sell as 
low as 3 and 4 cents.

10 cents per pound. Other parts are 
ground up for sausage meat.

November the railroad people estimate 
there will bo ;J7,000 cars for the eastern 
market. . 


Up to the liith of this month, 4,300 car 


loads of California green fruit have been 
sent east, with Chicago, New York and 
Boston as the principal distributing cen- 
ters. This is an increase of 500 cars 
over the same period of last year, when 
4,300 cars had been shipped up to Sep- 
tember 15, 1004.. In other words 124,- 
300,000 pounds of green fruit were sent 
east up to the 15f,h of this month, as 
compared with 111,800,000 
pounds for 


the same period of last year, or an in- 
crease of 13,000,000 pounds. The season 
will be closed early in November nnd 
the railroad officials say that by that 
time 2,000 additional cars will have gone 
east, making a total for the season of 
6,800 ear loads.
